game such successful stratagems 
as the spinner play and the 
screened pass. 
The gentleman farmer from 
Doylestown, Pa., runs his football 
club under a self-government 
system directed by a central 
committee. The 
5-man 
group 
acts on such diversified matters 
as tekm technique, equipment, 
training rules and even social 
life. 
“I retain the veto power,” says 
Bezdek, a teammate of the great 
Walter 
Eckersall 
at 
Chicago 
shortly after the turn of the cen­ 
tury, “but the chances are 10-to- 
1, even 100-to-l, I’ll agree to 
whatever they suggest.” 
Advantages of the idea, which 
Bezdek urges to end dissension 
in ranks of football and baseball 
clubs alike, are: 
“The players feel a sense of 
community responsibility. They 
feel that it’s their own club, ra­ 
ther than the manager’s or the 
owner’s. 
“It’s working for me. We get 
more from the players.” 
Bezdek, whose teams won two 
of three Rose Bowl appearances 
while he was in the college ranks» 
once fought in the prize ring for 
more than cakes, and received 
last fall a certificate that he was 
a member of the Associated Press 
Hole-In-One club for achieving 
an ace on the golf course.

Turning the pages of history 
back in to the dusty past, Todd 
Stoops, secretary-manager of the 
Hoosier Motor Club, came for­ 
ward today with ex planations as 
to why Americans dii ve ori the 
right side of' the road and Eng­ 
lishmen on the left. 
"The English custom of driv­ 
ing to the left originated back 
in the days when lone horsemen 
rode about armed to the teeth,” 
Mr. Stoops ex plained. “Ih those 
days, evérÿ strangër was a po­ 
tential enemy and the rider 
Would1 sidle over to the left in 
order to keep his sword Or pis­ 
tol arm nex t to the stranger. 
“Later, drivers of coaches and 
wagriris sat on the rigtit side in 
order to liàve the right arm free 
» for wielding the Whip, and ac­ 
cordingly passed to the left of 
approaching vehicles as it was 
easier when sitting on that side 
to avoid1 Wheel entanglements on 
the narrow roads and streets. 
“ttbwevef, on the Continent, in 
France, Germany and Italy, the 
postilló n system was used for 
both coaches and wagons and 
the driver rodé on the left wheel 
horise. 
Accordingly, 
vehicles 
passed to the right. Today, there 
is differing practices in differ­ 
ent nations and occasionally on 
crossing a national border it is 
necessary to cross from one side 
of the highway to the other. 
“In America, drivers of the old 
Conestega wagons rode the left 
wheel horse postilion-style and 
consequently drove to the right. 
Eventually the deep ruts made 
by the covered wagons were fol­ 
lowed by thé first horseless car­ 
riages when they appeared on 
the scene, infuriating farmers, 
causing runaways and sending 
billows of smoke across the 
countryside. 
“Driving to the left, oddly 
enough, is the custom in one 
United States possession —- the 
Canal Zone. This resulted be­ 
cause the first chauffeurs com­ 
ing into Panama were from Ja­ 
maica, where the British meth­ 
od of passing prevails.” 


Shortly after Hal Price Head­ 
ley's Menow won the Belmont 
futurity in record time, the Wid­ 
ener chute, the long, diagonal 
straightaway course where the 
Fhtiirtty Had. been run, was again 
criticized by a group of racing 
men. 
“No doubt about Menow’s right 
to the Futurity crown,” said a 
well-known trainer, “but I still 
say that the race, like many oth­ 
ers nihdVer the Widener course, 
was not truly run. 
“With one of the finest racing 
strips in the world here at Bel­ 
mont park, why do they insist 
oh ramming that Widener chute 
dbwri our throats? Trainers curse 
it, jockeys hate it, and the public 
lktighs at it. Some horses will 
run on i t Some will not. 
“I won’t say the straightaway 
was the direct cause of the death 
of S k y Larking in the Cham­ 
pagne stakes, but one thing is 
certain. The spot where the 
training 
track 
crosses 
the 
straightaway is dangerous. 
It 
make$ a wavy spot.” (It was here 
that Sky Larking made the mis­ 
step that caused him to break his 
leg, making it imperative he be 
destroyed.) 
“In the Futurity, Tiger was 
bumped about and thrown off his 
stride as were other youngsters 
in the same race,” the trainer 
continued. “I wonder how much 
longer they will insist on endan­ 
gering the thoroughbreds with­ 
out reason by racing them over 
that hoodoo strip?” 
The scramble for top honors in 
2-year-old ranks adds backing 
to the old argument that we race 
our juveniles too much early in 
the season. Few youngsters can 
stand up under the long, hard 
campaign they are asked to race 
before they have matured. 
The same thing is true of the 
3-year-olds. Our 3-year-olds are 
worn out by a dozen or more as­ 
sorted derbies and important 
stake races. By the time the clas­ 
sic stakes of the late season roll 
around there are few top-notch 
Colts left. The Lawrence Realiza­ 
tion was a striking ex ample. This 
3-year-old classic was first run 
in 1889 and is still considered one 
of our great races. Yet this year 
only a fair field went to the post. 
Most leading horses, including 
War Admiral and Pompoon, were 
out of action.

Washington, Oct. 23 (iP) — Both 
the American Federation of La­ 
bor and J ohn L. Lewis’ Commit­ 
tee for Industrial Organization 
are ready to intensify their bat­ 
tle if nex t week’s peace confer­ 
ence fails. 
Representativ es of both facr 
tions will come together Monday 
for the first time, but some labor 
observ ers predicted today the 
meeting might only delay a set­ 
tlement of the two-y ear old dis­ 
pute. 
The A. F. of L. has mapped 
out a three-fold campaign in 
the ev ent negotiations collapse: 
1. A div ide-and-conquer poli­ 
cy , by ex pulsion of some C. I. O. 
unions from the Federation. Ap­ 
peals to the C. I. 0.*rank and file 
to rev olt and return to the Fed­ 
eration, and inv asion of some C. 
I. O. territory by new A. F. of L. 
unions. 
2. Political action against any 
gov ernment 
officials 
(federal, 
state and local) and any candi­ 
dates for office who support or 
pledge support to the C. I. O. 
3. An 
intensiv e 
membership 
campaign to make the Federa­ 
tion’s battle force and war chest 
larger than the C. I. O.’s and 
thus gain undisputed possession 
of the title to leadership of the 
American labor mov ement. 
The C. I. O., on the other hand, 
is discussing a national conv en­ 
tion to consolidate its forces by 
forming a national organization 
ev en more similar to the A. F. of 
L. than is its present set-up. 
It also intends to push its pres­ 
ent campaign ev en more strong­ 
ly along present lines. This in­ 
cludes political action on all 
fronts, and a driv e for increased 
gov ernment help for labor. 
Students of the situation said 
the first stumbling block at Mon­ 
day ’s meeting probably would be 


the question of whether the con­ 
ferees would discuss actual peace 
terms or merely the possibili­ 
ties of a later conference to 
tackle that problem, \ 
Persons close to Lewis said he 
would instruct his ten-man C. I 
O. delegation v to talk only about 
arrangements for a second meet­ 
ing, such as the number of con­ 
ferees, the time and the place. 
The three selected representa­ 
tiv es of the Federation, mindful 
of the 6 . I. O. proposal to meet 
“ with or without commitments,” 
may attempt to end quickly the 
controv ersy between craft and in­ 
dustrial unions or lay the blame 
for future battles at the door of 
the Lewis' forces. 
(The A. F. of L. fav ors craft 
unions; the C. I. O., big indus­ 
trial unions.) 
Lewis and Green will not be 
in the conference room, but it 
appeared certain neither dele­ 
gation would act without con­ 
sulting them. 
Some observ ers predicted the 
delegates might begin the m eet­ 
ing by again ex changing their 
publicly -stated* positions 
that 
neither would sacrifice its own 
principles to obtain a united la­ 
bor mov ement. 
Then the two groups might 
return to their leaders to decide 
definitely 
whether 
further 
round-table 
discussions 
could 
produce an agreement.

DEFENSE OF SHANGHAI 
It is not imp robable that when signatories of 
the Nine-Power Pact meet in Brussels they will 
receiv e aid in the adv ancement of their objectiv e 
— the establishment of p eace in the Orient — by 
dev elop ments now taking p lace along the Shang­ 
hai battlefront. These op erations hav e during re­ 
cent weeks been conduciv e to a more reasonable 
and thoughtful attitude on the p art of the Jap ­ 
anese, who are encountering a resistance which 
they had not anticip ated and in consequence are 
now comp elled to contemp late the p ossibility of 
military defeat. 
Nothing in the way of effectiv e op p osition is 
ev er exp ected by the Jap anese when considering 
aggressions in China. On the basis of p ast ex ­ 
p erience they hav e reason to believ e that war 
against the Chinese is something in the nature 
of a formality . Accordingly , the Chinese defense 
of Chap ei, the nativ e city of Shanghai, has been 
a startling rev elation to the Jap anese and a 
source of amazement to other military observ ­ 
ers who watched the constant assault of 200,000 
inv aders, with the sup p ort of great airp lane and 
artillery resources, and hav e seen it consistently 
beaten back. 
“For sixty -fiv e day s the Chinese in Chap ei hav e 
withstood an intensiv e air bombardment without 
showing any signs of relax ing their grip ,” say s 
a p ress disp atch from Shanghai.

The crash of the United Air Lines Douglas 
p lane in the wild Utah mountain country was the 
most costly in human life in the history of Unit­ 
ed States airp lane transp ort. The limited ev i­ 
dence av ailable seems to indicate that it was 
caused by adv erse weather conditions. 
From now on throughout the Winter such con­ 
ditions are to be anticip ated. If they are to be 
attended by a recurrence of the succession of 
tragedies that distinguished commercial av ia­ 
tion last Winter there will inev itably be a decline 
in the p op ularity of p lanes for transp ortation 
p urp oses. 
Of course, there are imp ressiv e statistics av ail­ 
able to sup p ort the theory that the air lines 
p rov ide a relativ ely safe means of trav el. Sched­ 
uled liners fly an av erage of 6,7 04 ,000 miles p er 
fatal accident. More than a million p assengers 
were carried last y ear for a total of around 100,- 
000,000 miles, most of them arriv ing in safety . 
These records, while significant, are not as ar­ 
resting and as imp ressiv e as a rep ort that nine­ 
teen p ersons die in the crash of a p lane in a 
mountain p ass. 
Obv iously , commercial fly ing must be sur­ 
rounded with more adequate safeguards and 
among them, it seems, should be a greater re­ 
gard for fav orable fly ing conditions than for the 
maintenance of schedules.

ON INDIANA HIGHWAYS 


Detailed info rmatio n o n the 
mark ing o f “no -p assing” zo nes 
o n Indiana state highways to 
mak e such designatio ns unifo rm, 
hk s been sent to all district en­ 
gineers, Earl Crawfo rd, chair­ 
man o f the state highway co m­ 
missio n, rep o rted to day. 
The instructio ns p ro vide fo r 
the establishment o f no -p assing 
zo nes at all p o ints o n the state 
highway system where mo to r­ 
ists do no t have a minimum o f 
seven hundred and fifty feet 
sight distance ahead. The yel­ 
lo w line mark ing will be ap p lied 
p arallel to the black center line 
o n curves and hills where lim­ 
ited visio n mak es p assing haz­ 
ardo us. 
A yello w circle, twenty-fo ur 
inches in diameter, will warn 
mo to rists that they are entering 
a no -p assing zo ne and are to re­ 
main in that traffic lane as lo ng 
as the yello w strip e is o n their 
side o f the centerline. Similar 
mark ings to that used o n the 


two -lane highways will be used 
o n three-lane surfaces at p o ints 
where curves o r grades limit 
sight distance ahead to less than 
seven hundred feet. 
On three-larie highways the 
yello w circle and line will guide 
mo to rists into the o utside lane 
until there is again sufficient 
sight distance ahead to p ermit 
p assing. On fo ur-lane highways 
a co ntinuo us yello w line wili 
sep arate the lanes fo r traffic 
mo ving in o p p o site directio ns. 
Establishing 
Of 
no -p assing 
zo nes at p o ints where curves o r 
grades limit sight distance ahead 
to less than seven hundred and 
fifty feet, is made a duty o f the 
state highway co mmissio n by an 
act o f the general assembly. The 
law also p ro vides fo r a fine o f 
fro m five to o ne hundred do l­ 
lars fo r failure to o bserve the 
zo ne mark ing. 
Restricting the mo vement o f 
traffic o n curves and grades
